Beautiful  weather  contributed  to  the  event 
and  the  presence  of  the  ACCESS  camera 
crew  livened  the  spirits  of  all. 

Everyone  was  out  to  walk  or  run  in 
Terry  Fox's  example  for  STS  teacher  Ri- 
chard Nelson,  who  just  prior  to  the  event 
was  diagnosed  with  acute  leukemia.

DETERMINATION

y  verall,  this  year's  O.E. 
Iprogram  was  a 
definite  success. 
There  were  two  O.E.  classes 
consisting  of  25  Grade  Elevens 
who  participated  in  five 
different  trips.  We  started  our 
year  off  hiking  into  the  Blue 
Rock  area.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  many  new 
friendships  that  continued  to 
grow  throughout  the  year. 
Our  second  trip  was  the 
leadership  and  first  aid  trip  to 
Yamnuska.  This  challenged 
us  to  use  our  newly  acquired 
skills.

A 
short  ten  weeks  later  we 
ventured  up  Mount  Allen 
where  we  perfected  our  tele 
turns  and  endured 
temperatures  reaching  -40"C. 
Along  with  learning  the 
telemark  turn  we  learned 
about  avalanche  safety. 
Murray  Birt,  however,  did  not 
grasp  the  concept  of  search 


and  RESCUE;  he  lost  his 
beacon  in  the  trees  outside  the 
O.E.  building! 

Our  third  trip  of  the  year 
consisted  of  four  days  of  back 
country  skiing  in  the  Roger's 
Pass  area.  Both  classes  had 
four  fabulous  days  of  powder 
skiing  and  sunshine!  Everyone 
improved  tremendously  and 
gained  valuable  back  country 
experience. 

Our  last  trip  as  a  class 
was  the  snow  cave  trip.  This 
trip  required  us  to  build  a  snow 
shelter  which  became  our 
home  for  the  next  three  days. 
Building  the  caves  was  an 
unforgettable  experience,  and 
many  of  us  learned  from  our 
mistakes.

It 
was  an  amazing  feeling 
looking  outside  at  night  and 
looking  at  the  stars  with  our 
classmates.  This  trip  will 
probably  be  the  most 
memorable  due  to  the  hard 
work  and  satisfaction  that  was 
achieved  over  the  three  days. 

Our  final  trip  was  the 
much  anticipated  solo  trip. 
Many  of  us  felt  uneasy  about 
spending  three  days  alone  in 
the  wilderness  with  minimal 
supplies,  but  these  feelings 
quickly  diminished  as  the  trip 
progressed.  Despite  the  all  of 
the  rain  and  snow,  we  had  an 
opportunity  to  think  about  the 
year,  what  we  had 
accomplished  and  as  well, 
think  about  the  future. 

O.E  25  was  a  great 
experience  and  it  has  left  many 
fond  memories  that  I  will 
cherish  for  the  rest  of  my  life.

FUN  IN  THE  SUN

We  left  Calgary  on 
November  30,

After 
some  serious  pin  trading  and 
meeting  lots  of  new  people  we 
were  unhappy  to  leave  the 
families  that  had  adopted  us 
for  the  last  eleven  days. 

We  were  off  once  again, 
this  time  up  north  along  the

Well,  we  didn't 
actually  get  to  swim  with  the 
dolphins  but  Mr.  Thompson 
did,  or  so  he  thought.  Any  of 
the  girls  could  recall  a  4:30  am 
wake  up  to  go  and  see  the 
dolphins  but  instead 
witnessed  the  Admiral 
swimming  with  sting  rays  and 
tiger  sharks!  What  was  that 
you  said,  Mr.  T? 

After  enjoying  the  pool, 
the  volleyball  court,  and  the 
water  we  sadly  packed  our 
things  and  returned  to  Perth. 
But  the  trip  home  wasn't  the 
least  bit  uneventful.  Onourlast 
night  we  stayed  in  an  old 
hospital  turned  hostel.  While 
getting  ready  for  bed,  Kristi, 
Steph,  Carolyn,  and  I 
encountered  a  huge  cockroach 
in  the  girls' bathroom.  Our  first 
encounters  with  cockroaches 
are  one  part  of  the  trip  no  one 
will  forget! 

We  left  the  country  after 
seventeen  beautiful  days.
